St. Petersburg, Jan. 27. — With troop 


patrolling the streets in St. .Peters 
burg, Moscow, Libau, Odessa, Kief 
and other industrial center's of Russia 
there have been no serious collision 
with strikers "at these points, but a 
clash occurred at Riga, where CO work 
men were killed or Bounded and a 
substitute chief" of police and two so 
diers were mortally \% oundecl. The en 
counter occurred near the Tukum rai! 
road station. The strikers attacked 
the troops and attempted to disarm 
them, when the order was given to fire 


In Moscow some of the employers 


are evincing z. willingness to snakf 
some concessions to their workmen 
but the'rc has been no general agree 
nient on that point. In St. Petersburg 
the return" cf workmen has enable; 
several factories to resume operations 
and the authorities hope to witness a 
general resumption soon. The minis 
ter of the interior has promised to con 
sider the cases of the prominent writ 
ers who -were sent to the St. Peter anc 
St. Paul fortress for their activity in 
the political and economic agitation 
and he has given a qualified promise 
that they shall be released. 


The Russian cr.piial presents aimost 


a normal appearance, and the authori- 
ties are confident that the backbone 
of the strike has been broken. Some 
factories and miils already have re- 
sumed. and a general resaaiption of 
operations is expected on Monday. The 
authorities ej^.e^t that the failure of 
the strike h«Te will ha've a discour- 
aging effect iipin the workmen is 
other cities to trh'ch the troubles have 
beer.
